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Grammar terms simplified 


reader has asked what is a cleft sentence 
and why do we need to know about them ? 
Cleft simply means split and it means a sen¬ 
tence in which an element is emphasised by being 
put in a separate clause e.g. It's money that we 
want. This definition of a cleft sentence is the same 
in any language and one of the best explanations, 
together with plenty of examples, can be found at 
the website dictionary.cambridge.org 
Some Irish language textbooks use the term 
"fronting" to describe the same thing, although the 
two are not quite synonymous. Its use in Irish is 
very common and can be found in literature dating 
back to the late 1800's, and even has a history 
back to old Irish, but to see how we get there let's 
first look back at how sentences themselves evolve 
from simple to complicated. 

The ability to compose progressively more complex 
sentences is a feature of everyone's language 
learning from childhood onwards and typically it 
goes through a number of distinct stages. Adults 
learning a second language often follow a similar 
path and may even remark that their learning 
seems to be a series of plateaus. No surprise that 
sentence construction largely accounts for this. 
Simple statement - 

Bhris mé an gloine. I broke the glass. Something 
like this can be said in any tense or even made into 
a negative or a question but basically the sentence 
structure is unchanged. There will be a subject, a 
verb and usually an object. This is where children 
start connecting words, often quite creatively. 
Multiple statements linked by a conjunction - 
Bhris mé an gloine agus ghortaigh mé mo lámh. 

The original sentence has now expanded to include 
additional information but technically it's still one 
sentence. Children starting school are often at this 
stage in spoken language and are able to deliver 
single-sentence monologues that would put James 
Joyce to shame. 

Indirect speech - 

Chuala mé gur bhris tú an gloine. The beginnings of 
more complex ideas emerge very quickly once 
schooling starts and a child becomes part of a lar¬ 
ger world. 

Using a relative clause - 

Bhris mé an gloine a cheannaigh mé inné. Relative 
clauses are linked to what is called the antecedent 
by relative particles. After a few years of schooling 
this form becomes quite common. 


Of course all of the preceding variations can be 
used together in different combinations and many 
learners of Irish stop here, thinking this is the ac¬ 
tual end-game in terms of sentence construction. 
But we still have one more trump card to play - 
Using a cleft sentence - 
Is é a dúirt mé ná gur ghortaigh mé mo lámh. 

What I said was I hurt my hand. 

On the surface it resembles indirect speech with a 
relative clause and a copula phrase thrown in for 
good measure, but the words ná gur (or ná go in 
the present tense) link the two parts in an entirely 
new way. The full translation is What it is that I 
said was that I hurt my hand, which is why the cop¬ 
ula stays in the present tense, because the facts 
have not changed and what was said remains said. 
This can eventually lead to quite complex construc¬ 
tions but the cleft sentence idea simplifies it for the 
listener. Typically this ability arrives in later primary 
school for native speakers of any language. 

Now try translating these and similar sentences to 
Irish, you will soon get the hang of cleft sentences - 

□ The reason why I've come is to discuss my 
future with you 

□ The thing that I want to say is we are not 
worried about what happens after Brexit 

Notice that the linking words, in this case "is" or 
"that", could even be omitted in the English or re¬ 
placed by a punctuation mark such as a hyphen or 
semicolon without losing any of the meaning. That's 
why they are sometimes referred to as empty 
words in this type of construction. 

Sadly, in Irish language books this is unlikely to get 
much coverage. Even the latest edition of the 
Caighdeán only mentions it very briefly right at the 
end of chapter 8. Probably because the grammati¬ 
cal material involved is based heavily on the copula 
which already gets plenty of coverage elsewhere. 

To summarise, Clefts have often been described as 
grammatically complex and pragmatically nuanced, 
which probably accounts for their infrequent ap¬ 
pearance in textbooks, but for students looking to 
go beyond relative clauses and open out further 
this is definitely what you should be looking at next.

W hat happens at the AGM ? 

First the secretary reads the minutes of 
the previous AGM followed by annual re¬ 
ports presented by the President and the Treasurer. 
There is often some discussion or questions on the 
details of these prior to their formal acceptance. 
Then all the committee positions are declared va¬ 
cant and an election is held to choose a new team 
for the coming twelve months consisting of four of¬ 
fice bearers and six ordinary committee members. 


Who chairs the AGM and keeps things as per 
the agenda ? 

The outgoing president chairs the meeting and 
rules on points of order etc. The actual election is 
supervised by a "returning officer" who is chosen 
because he/she is not running as a candidate. 


Who can stand for election and who can vote ? 

Any paid-up member of the Cumann can stand for 
election and can vote. There is no time limit on how 
long any committee member may serve so re- 
election is possible. Proxy voting is allowed if you 
cannot attend. 


What happens if there are not enough nomi¬ 
nations for the positions ? 

We must always have our four office bearers, so 
the AGM must be adjourned and the election con¬ 
tinued on a later date if we are one or two short. 
But if there are not enough nominations for the six 
ordinary committee members then the new Presi¬ 
dent may decide how many is sufficient. 


What about proposals to increase the mem¬ 
bership fee or suchlike ? 

Resolutions to be voted on must have a proposer 
and seconder and must be given in writing to the 
secretary beforehand so they can be distributed. 


Can we propose a constitutional change from 
floor of the AGM and then vote right away ? 

No, because this process involves a series of steps 
that must be followed and it typically takes some 
months to finalise. See the Consumer Affairs Victo¬ 
ria (CAV) website for details. 

So what can an AGM vote actually achieve ? 

It demonstrates, as far as possible given the vary¬ 


ing attendance, the prevailing opinion of those 
present and so the incoming committee can use it 
as a guide when making any decisions later (eg 
whether to go ahead with some major initiative), 
just like we did for the 2018 Daonscoil. 


What powers does the committee have ? 

The committee makes all decisions about the 
day-to-day management of our affairs (which is 
basically money matters) but cannot over-rule 
our constitution, although they can oversee the 
progress of constitutional changes. 


What about teaching, who controls that ? 

The committee recruits the teachers for our 
weekly classes and for the annual Daonscoil, as 
per our "Statement of Purpose". The choice of 
syllabus and books etc is usually left to the teach¬ 
ers themselves, but we always try to keep 
abreast of developments in Irish Language educa¬ 
tion and we maintain contact with similar groups 
interstate for this reason. 


How does our structure compare with the 
interstate groups ? 

There seem to be four main styles of organization 
for Irish Language groups here in Australia. Syd¬ 
ney and Canberra are set up very much like we 
are, namely as independent voluntary organiza¬ 
tions registered with consumer affairs and with 
their own bank accounts and their own members. 
But the groups in other state capitals are mainly 
divisions of their local Irish Club and are not fully 
autonomous although this could change in future. 
There are also a number of smaller Irish Lan¬ 
guage classes around which are open to anyone 
(so there is no formal membership requirement) 
but which have no legal status whatsoever mean¬ 
ing they could disappear overnight. 

Finally there are some totally private groups who 
prefer not to advertise their activities at all, and 
we only hear about them when one of their stu¬ 
dents attends a summer or winter school. 


As the longest established group is our own 
future secure ? 

Our future always depends on the willingness of 
members to play an active part in our organiza¬ 
tion. So we hope to see you all at the AGM and 
maybe see some new faces elected to committee.
